PLACES IN THE SUBURBS, 


Great Cities Always Accompany Advanced 
Civilization—They Do Not Furnish the 
Best Environment for American Home 
. Life—The Means at Hand fof Combin- 
ing the Advantages of Cities with Those 

of the Country’s Seclusion. = 


Edward E. Hale in the Forum for January: 
Side by side with that civilization which 
takes its name from cities are great disad- 
vantages, which appear only where men and 
women are crowded together. So great are 
these disadvantages that the satirists of the 
world, as well as merely superficial observers, 
are apt to speak of cities as “great sores.” 
This is an absurd mistake, There is every 
reason to think that high civilization de- 
mands large cities, and does not exist with- 
out them. At the same time, itis desirable 
chat there shall be no false impression re- 
garding the use or the attractiveness of 
cities; that the advantages of.urban life shall 
not be exaggerated; and that larger popula- 
tions shall not be attracted to the cities than 
can live there in comfort. 

The difficulty and danger appear in the 
larger cities, and, for convenience, it would 
be as well to restrict our present observa- 
tions to cities containing more than 50,000 
people. Of these there were in 1880 thirty- 
five; and their total population was 7,241,684, 
the population of the country being 30,188, 
783. Into these cities there is a steady flow 
of people; that 1s to say, their population in- 
creases more rapidly than does that of the 
country, even when allowance is made for 
foreign immigration. This abnormal in- 
crease may be referred to three or four dif- 
ferent causes. First, the Celtic race, espe- 
cially the Irish race, likes to live to- 
gether. The Irishman has never made 
a good solitary settler; his force has 
always been shown in close society with 
his fellows. On this account the Irish emi- 
gration to America has settled largely in the 


great cities. 

Secondly, it is in the very nature of city 
life to provide conveniences for the multi- 
tude ina sort of communism or socialism 
which is very attractuve. From the nature 
of the case, if there is to be a library. a 
large pic ery, a hospi for special 
diseases, it wilkalmost certainly be placed in 
a large city. Whoever seeks comfort, or 
pleasure, or profit from the use of such public 
institutions is naturally drawn to city life. 
A convenient instance,familiar to the readers 
of the Forum, is the habit of men who are 
studying particular subjects to hve in the 
neighborhood of the large libraries which 
contain the books of reference on which they 
must rely. And other similar 5 
account for a considerable part of th w 
from country into city life.

But the more igno- 
rant loafer or tramp does not find this out 
till after a long and rather painful course of 
experience, which tends in itself to the con- 
gestion of the cities. : 

The daily newspaper, which is a necessity 
ot every man’s life in America, is, from the 
nature of the case, published in a large city, 
and is in effect a daily advertisement of the 
attractions of city life. In country life one 
notices the apologies of ignorant — 
excusing themselves for not leaving home. 
They explain to you why they did 
not go to New York when James and 
Tryphosa and Nahum and Herman did. This, 
as I suppose, is due to the fact that every 
one reads a newspaper published in one of 
the large cities, and feels as if he ought to 
claim some sort of kindred there. 

Such causes, and others which might be 
mentioned, tend to produce what Il have 
called the congestion of cities. Itis difficult 
to maintain a low death-rate in the city. It 
is very difficult to provide there the means of 
proper physical training. Social inequalities 
show themselves to much greater disadvan- 
tage there, too, thanin the country, and it 
seems more difficult to keep open the lines of 
promotion, whichis the great necessity in 
American institutions. It is desirable, there- 
fore, on 2 account, to relieve this con- 
gestion as far as we can; and the most 
efficient way to do this is by urbanizing the 
country. It happens, I believe, that this 
copy of the Forum is manufactured in the 
City of New York. But there is no reason, 
in the present aspects of business, why it 
should not be manufactured just as weil in 
some cheerful and happy town of twenty or 
thirty tnousand veople, a hundred miles 
away from the City of New York.

There are two cases before the 
court te test the validity of the popular 


| degision, Ong is the case appealed from 


the decision of Judge Garnett, in which 
the facts are fully presented for the 
consideration of the final tribunal; the 
other is the bogus suit in which 
the Village Attorney of Hyde Park pre- 
pared the pleadings for both sides of the 
case. Although the village officeholders have 
been so loud in their protests that they de- 
sired only a decision on the merits of the 
contreversy based on the admitted facts, 
their tactios have demonstrated that they ex- 
pect to win, if at all, through the artifice and 
trickery to which they have so freely re- 
sorted, They have been yoting away the 
people’s money in hiring high-priced lawyers 
to raise baseless and technical objections 

against giving effect to the popular verdict. 
The points before the Supreme Court in 
the injunction case relate to the validity of 
the petition presented to the County Board 
to have the question submitted to a vote of 
the people, and the constitutionality of the 
act itself. Upon both points the officehold- 
ing faction was beaten after a full hearing of 
all the facta in the ease in the Superior 
Court before Judge Garnett. It was shown 
clearly that at least 100 voters, the number 
required by the statute, had signed the peti- 
tion. The drag-net employed by the ob- 
structionists failed to bring in any sufficient 
sustain their claims of 


on the other points raised, the officeholders 
concocted their bogus case,in which they 
made up a record affirming that which had 
been proved untrue in the first case, and 
which, to the manifest knowledge ot the.

wholly false. The public will watch with in- 
terest to see how the Supreme Court looks 
upon such disreputable tactics as are here 
referred to. In the ethics of ordinary people 
such conduct would have been deemed un- 
worthy of honest men. How will the Su- 
preme Court deal with trickery of the kind 
when employed to set aside the will of the 
people 

The main contention of the obstructionists 
now is that the law is invalid because the 
title te the act relates only to township mat- 
ters, and therefore cannot include anything 
in reference to incorporated towns, cities, 
and villages. It is held by Cooley and other 
eminent law writers that the constitutional 
requirement that the subject shall be ex- 
pressed in its title is for the purpose of giv- 
ing notice to the people, so that any law 
shall not be put into operation concerning 
them withoutdue notice. The technicality 
of the “antis’’’ objection is apparent when 
it is taken into account that the Annexation 
law, when before the Legislature, was wide- 
ly discussed by the public press and by the 
people, and that the act could not 
go into effect until the propositions sub- 
mitted in accordance with it were submit- 
ted toa vote of the people in due form after 
twenty days’ notice. The people constitut- 
ing the Town of Hyde Park are precisely the 
same individuals who constitute the Village 
of Hyde Park. At the election held in the 
annexed territory on the question the pur- 
pose of the law was widely discussed by the 
people, It was the issue of the campaign.

CHICAGO'S GEHENNA, 


It is now about six months since Tae Tu- 


UNE advocated the erection of a garbage 
furnace in Chicago for the cansumption of 
the combustible refuse of the city. At that 
time nothing had been done or agitated in 
that direction, but now we are within a 
month, the weather permitting, of the com- 
pletion at such a crematory within our mu- 
nicipal limits ample fer all practical, pur 
poses and costing less than $10,000. Jeru 
salem had ite Valley of Hinnom just out- 
side the walls or limits where the refuse 
was thrown and perpetual fires maintained 
for the burning of whatever could generate 
pestilential effluvia, which was the most im- 
portant sanitary provision of the city; and 
now, after so many centuries, Chicago is also 


to have its Ge Hinnom, or, as it 18 more com- 


monly called, Gehenna, only with modern 
improvements. 

A great city may be said to involve the 
solution of two great problems, sewage and 
garbage. Of the two the first is the chief, 
especially in a city located on a plain with 
no natural drainage. But garbage is no 
light matter. Dr. De Wolf, who says he bas 
been trying to solve the garbage problem for 
twelve years, estimates the amount produced 
in this city during the warm weather at 1,000 
tons daily, all of which should be totally con- 
sumed. The time has gone by when any 
considerable proportion of it can be carted 
off on to suburban farms and utilized as fer- 


‘| tilizing material, nor can it be dumped into 


the lake in the expectation that the fishes 
will eat it, as is dene gn the seaboard with 
safety. The ocean has its myriads of scayen- 
gers, forever on the lookout for something to 
devour, it matters little what. But the lake 
has not a sufficient number of natural scaven- 
gers to devour the garbage before it reaches 
the sources of the water supply. The new cre- 
matory will have a capacity of 150 tons a day. 
This would only meet a small part of the de- 
mand, but i, was well to begin on à compara- 
tively small scale. There may be some quirk 
or twist which is wrong in the mechanism of 
the structure now going up, aud this one 
should be put in oneration before going any 
farther. It 1s located in the West Division, 
which has a larger population than both of 
the others combined. That was the locality 
with which to begin; but as soon as prac- 
ticable other furnaces should follow. The 
plan now in contemplation ia te erect four 
more--onein the South Division, one in the 
North, one in the southwestern part of the 
city, and the other in the Twenty-fifth Ward 
at an average cost of $12.000 each, Pro- 
vision should be made for taking proper care 


_of the garbage in the near future as well as 
| the immediate present. 


Tho cost of properly maintaining a crema- 
tory for garbage cannot be heavy. For the 
most part such an establishment may be said 
to be seif- rting. Some coal must be 
used, but not much. The old Gehenna was 
called “fire everlasting’’ when it had no 
fuel but garbage. It will be necessary to use 
some coal, so as to have the heat intense 
enough to make the combustion perfect. It 
is claimed that it will be practicable to dump 
eight loads at one time into the furnace now 
being built, and that only one man will be re- 
quired te feed it. Certain it is that the open 
question in tue case is not the cost of 
the system, but the degree of perfec- 
tion attained in actual combustion. 
Everything which could be a nuisance or 
poison the air must be reduced to a gas 
lighter than ordinary atmosphere or to an 
innocuous ash. A Gehenna without the mod- 
ern improvements would be worse than noth- 
ing, especially when located within the 
limits of the city. 

It may seem to some economists a serious 
waste to burn up so much matter capabie of 
yielding profit as fertulizing material, but 
science has demonstrated that matter ig.in- 
destructible. What disappears as gas is not 
lost. Nature has a way of its own of pre- 
serving all its original capital, whether forge 
or matter. 


THE POPE'S POSITION IN ROM 

Mr. Bourke Cockran, a Tammany Congress- 
man, and severai other statesmen of local 
repute, and mostly if not wholly of the Demo- 
cratic persuasion, have been airing their 
views during the last week on the question 
of the temporal power of the Pope,” and it 
is to be regretted that, though they are pro- 
nouneed champions of home rule in America, 
they say that they will never acquiesce in 
home rule in Rome and its yicinity. The 
Pope must be restored to his dominions soon- 
er or later, they assert. They denounce, in 
language as yehement as that used by Bishop 
Chatard of Indianapolis or any other Ultra- 
montane prelate, the “spoliation of the 
Pontiff,” the “ indignities’ to which they 
claim he has been subjected, and declare that 
the Catholic world will insist that the Pope 
shall be restored to his * patrimony” and to 
his temporal throne.” They feelingly re- 
fer to him as the Prisoner of the Vatican.“ 

Evidently the Bourke Cockrans and the 
other persons who talk in this way do not 
fully understand the subject on which they 
express such dogmatic opinions, The events 
of the last week in Rome prove that the 
Pope, for a prisoner, enjoys a large degree of 
liberty. He holds receptions, receives ad- 
dresses and presents. He is styled the 
** Pope-King by the enthusiastic and aristo- 
cratic dames who throng the Vatican every 
day. A dispatch of yesterday represents him 
as opening a great international exhibition 
at the Vatican Friday. The proceedings,“ 
we are told, “were most imposing. The 
building was guarded and order maintained

Now, if the Pope is a prisoner, how does 
all this happen? His jailers must be free and 
easy.

privileges, and freedom of the Papacy far 
more effectually than they were guarded by 
the French and Swiss soldiers who consti- 
tuted the garrison of Rome in the last days 
of the temporal power. 

And yet the Pope is a prisoner,”’ and the 
King of Italy, who has established his gov- 
ernment at Rome by the almost ynanimous 
desire of the Italian people, is a despoiler,” 
according to the Tammany statesman and 
these whom he speaks for. 

If the King of Italy should leave Rome, 
taking all the Italian troops with apis after 
having established the Pope as temporal 
ruler of the Papal States, the Papal Govern- 
ment thus established would not live an 
heur. The Pope could not secure a volunteer 
service large enough among the Catholics of 
the world to maintain hie government 
aguinst the wishes of the people of Italy, 

Those persons take the Pope’s talk about 
the temporal sovereignty too seriously. It is 
a mere matter of form with him, just as it 
was with the monarch ot England to clam 
sovereignty over France for hundreds of 
years after even Calais was surrendered, 


FOREIGN PREJUDICES OF AMERICANG, 

The last issue of Tay Trisuns — a 
communication concerning American u- 
dice against foreigners, written by Mrs, 
Fredericka Maguusson-Jewett, which calls 
for some reply, as it is based upon a mistaken 
idea of American sentiment. The writer in 
question assumes that there is a general feel- 
ing of hostility on the part of Americans 
against all foreigners, and upon this false 
premise she makes an argument by showing 
what foreigners have done for this country 
from the days of the Revolution to the pres- 
ent time, and how difficult it would be for 
the country te get along witheut them, and 
closes with a pretty piece of sentimentaliz- 
ing, to the effect that it is impossible for for- 
eigners to banish all memories and traditions 
of their native land. 

It is only necessary to abolish the writer’s 
premise and the argument goes with it She 
has not been a very close observer jf she has 
not noticed that there is less prejudice 
against foreigners in the United States than 
in any other nation in the world, and that 
there is less of it manifested against her 
own nationality—the Scendinavian—than 
against any other class of European immi- 
grants, unless it be the Scotch and Cana- 
diana, who are scarcely distinguishable from 
the Americans themselves. Of this she will 
have ample testimony if she scrutinizes the 
condition of society, business, politics, and 
the professions. Thero is the utmost free- 
dom of association, of confidence, and inter- 


change of all kinds between Americans and 


foreigners who are not engaged in an at- 
tempt to prejudice or overthrow American 
society, In our. the ,market, the 
church, at the bar, und in the olubs, in the 
concert-room, the theatre, and the werld of 
art they not only meet on equal terms, but 
in some of these directions they are courted 
and patronized even to the extent of injustice 
to deserving Americans. 

The National feeling of dislike or preju- 
dice only exists against the Anarchist, Com- 
munistic, seditious, plotting, quarreling, 
liguor-guzzling, intemperate, mischief-mak- 
ing, labor-rioting classes of foreigners, and 
there are very few, if any, Scandinayians 
among them. Against these classes there is 
an invincible prejudice, and there is no ques- 
tion that the country would be better off 
without them. They are an obstacle in the 
way of the country’s prosperity. They are 
wanton violators of its hospitality. They 
are @ curse pot only to -Americans, 
but to respectable, well-behaved foreign- 
ers themselves. As against her sweeping 
criticism thousands of honest, law-abiding, 
properous, and industrious citizens of foreign 
birth will rise up in protest. She has ob- 
served life to little purpose if she does not 
know thatin Europe the people of one coun- | 
try are bitterly hated and even persecuted 
by those of another; that the Russians con- 
temn the Germans and the Germans despise 
the French, and the English hate all conti- 
nental nations competing with them. The 
United States is the only Nation that freely 
welcomes all fo ers who come here with 
the intention of being good citizens, Does 
this necessitate also the welcome of Anarch- 
ists, Communistie conspirators, paupers, 
lunatics, criminals, and vagrants? Our cor- 
respondent misjudges American feeling and 
sentiment and criticises too harshly and un- 
justly. Her point of view is teo narrow and 
distorted, :

PARTMENT. 

As a monetary centre Chicago is the sec 
ond city of the continent. The Clearing- 
House reports do not give it that rank, but in- 
telligent financiers know that practically it 
occupies that position. Our Board of Trade 
Clearing-House, an institution peculiar to 
this city, largely explains the fact that our 
bank clearings do not afford a measure of 
our actual financial importance. In some re- 
spects this is the chief monetary centre of 
the country. It is from this point rather 
than from New York or any other city that 
the funds are drawn to move the grain crop 
and hogs and cattle. Duluth» may ap- 
propriate a good deal of the wheat which 
would otherwise come here, and we know 
that the unreasonable elevator charges of 
our short-sighted warehouse-men are repel- 
ling grain of ali kinds; but the Chicago banks 
are still furnishing the money to keep the 
buyers of cereals and live stock all through 
the West in operation. Collections have 
been good this winter, and yet the enormous 
legitimate outside demand for money has 
kept the rate of interest unusually high. 
Net only the Northwest, but the Southwest, 
looks to this city for the extra funds neces- 
sary to meet the normal demands of business. 
This may be set down as an inevitable result 
of the fact that Chicago is the commercial 
capital of the West, from Texas to Montana, 

It may be asked what the Treasury Depart- 
ment has te de with this Mae of facts. If the 
Chicago banks were disposed to follow the 
example of New York they would request, 
or rather demand, that the Gevernument 
come to their aid by depositing some millions 
of public money with them, either by buying 
bonds not yet due at a fictitious valuation or by 
making some more of our banks depositories 
of public funds, thus giving the favorits the 
free use of large sums of loanable funds. 
But Chicago is not New York, and our banks 
have petitioned for nothing unreasonable, 
They did ask originally that the Chicago. 
Sub-Treasury be made a member of the Clear- 
ing-House, which, as far as it went, would 
only be putting this city on an equal 
footing with New York; but when Tus 
Trrsuns pointed out an objection to the re- 
quest as it originally stood it was promptly 
modified so as te obviate that objection, and 
as the matter now stands the department is 
without excuse for ignoring the petition be- 
fore it. The objection referred to was the 
fact that to make the Sub-Treasury a mem- 
ber of the Clearimg-House without any 
special provisions would involve the neces- 
sity of settling differences at some other 
place than over the counter of the Sub- 
Treasury itself, which never ought to have 
been dane in New York, and should not be 
commeneed anywhere else. But the banks 
offer to remove that objection. Under the plan 
now proposed there is no valid reason for 
denying the request. There seems to be no 
disposition, however, on the part of the 
Treasury Department to afford the rehet 
sought. Perhaps if Seeretary Fairchild had 
accompanied the t in bis swing 


around the Western circle he would have had : 


a better idea ef what Chicago is.

On the last day of 1887 two more thieving 
bank cashiers who had betrayed their trusts 
and embezzled funds which belonged to de- 
positors absconded to Canada and thus os- 
caped the penalty for their crimes. Fri- 
day last a prominent grain dealer and trustee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange in Buffalo fled 
to Canada, leaving behind him numerous 
melancholy creditors, among them the Grand 
Trunk Road, which he had choysed out of 
$13,000 by inducing its freight agent te release 
grain without the bilis of lading. On the 
same daya woman engaged in the grocery 
and jewelry business in Uties, N. V., took 
herself over the border, after committing 
forgeries and incurring a heavy indebted- 
ness. Whenever the women begin to join 
the Canadian colony is it not about time that 
some steps were taken to close the doors! 

It seems to be generaliy conceded that 
Congress will devote itself this session 
to such matters as bear upon the aspirations 
of Presidential candidates or are involved in 
the antagonisms of partisanship, and that 
the interests of the general public will be 
left unconsidered.

creasing haste to get rich, embezzlement and 
appropriation of others’ property are the 
strongest temptations that confront weak or 
unscrupulous financial officials. There is no 
form of dishonesty more practical or feasible.

Defalcation by a Man for Thirty Years 
Cashier of a Bank in Troy, N. X. 
Troy, N. V., Jan. 7.— [Special. ]I—It was 
learned this afternoon that A. W. Wickes, 
for more than thirty years cashier of the 
Central National oor. was a defaulter to 
the extent of several thousand dollars. The 
announcement created a sensation in social 
circles, where Mr. Wickes stood high and 
was much respected. He had the utmost 
confidence of the bank officials. About two 
weeks ago the directors learned that the re- 
serve fund was about $4,000 short. Wickes 
admitted taking the money, and said he was 
endeavoring to replace it. The officials de- 
cided to keep the matter quiet. Subsequent- 
ly they learned that Wickes had issued a cer- 
tificate of deposit tos customer for several 
hundred dollars and had not accounted for 
the money. They also learned that he had 
hypothecated a $3,000 bond belonging to J. 

The bank officials are very re- 
licent about the matter, and the extent of 
the defalcation is not stated. The bank has 
commenced action against Wickes’ bondsmen. 
the Guaranty Company of North America of 
Montreal. is bond ® for $20,000. Two days 
after his resignation Wickes was stricken 
with paralysis, and tie is reported dying. Re- 
rters were not allowed to see him tonight.

SALE OF SAMPLE PRIVILEGES. 

The annual auctiog of sample privileges on 
the Board of Trade was held yesterday after- 
noon, beginning at 2 o’clock.

On the sale of the flour tables there was 
not much competition, as there is plenty of 
room and a good place can be had ost for 
the asking. L. J. Helly & Co. paid 810 for 
the first choice and G. Montague paid $14 for 
a particular section, the highest price of the 
day. The rent of a sample privilege, one- 
quarter of a table, is lO a year. This, with 
the premium, brings in something like $3,000 
a year, enough, at any rate, to pay for clean-

The court sat tonight 
to hear the closing argument, which was 
made by Mr. Fuller. Mr. Jewett attempted 
to make an argument in the mandamus case 
standing next on the docket and relating to 
substantially the same issues, but the court 
did not hear him. It is optional with the 
court to decide the injunction case early or to 
hold it under advisement and renaer its de- 
cision at the March term. There is much 
pressure brought to bear to secure an early 
decision.

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TION OF THE ST. PAUL RAILROAD. 


A Rousing Meeting Hejd and Resolutions 
Adopted Condemning the Rahroad 
Company — The Numerous Speakers 
Agree that the Council Should Regu- 
late the Speed of the Trains and Com- 
pel the Company to Construct Safety 
Gates—The Remedy. 1 

About as many of the citizens of Lake View 
as could possibly crowd into Gebhardt's Hall, 
corner of Wellington street and Lincoln ave- 
nue, did so last night tor the purpose of at- 
tending the indignation meeting which had 
been called to protest against the recent in- 
crease in the rate of fare by the Chicago & 
Evanston Road (the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul) between Chicago aud Lake View, 
and against the high rate of speed at which the 
St. Paul Road ran its limited train through 
the city. The meeting was in sober earnest 
in its protest, and the more radical the speak- 
ers in denouncing the action of the road the 
more their remarks were appreciated. There 
were a number of speakers, and all of 
them had the good sense to make their 
remarks very brief; but they managed, nev- 
ertheless, to say what they wanted. The in- 
crease in the fare amounts to 40 per cent, or 
ajump from 5 to 7 cents. The extra two 
cents would amount to very little if only one 
or two rides were to be taken, but when it 
comes to several rides a day, six days in the 
week, twenty-eight days a month, and 
twelve months a year, it takes a good slice 
off the slender wages of the large number of 
working people who livein Lake View, and 
who took up their résidence there because of 
the cheaper rents and living. The 
adrift of sentiment last night was that 
the only way to bring the railroud 
company to time was for the Common Coun- 
cilof Lake Viewto pass an ordinance re- 
stricting the speed of the trains; and a 
rough draftof an ordinance embodying that 
idea and fixing the maximum rate of speed 
at ten miles an hour was adopted, together 
with a resolution to the effect that the Coun- 
cilincorporate the same in the city ordi- 
nances. It also contained a clause requiring 
the company to build safety gates at all 
street crossings. The following committee 
was appointed to present the ordinance to 
the Council and urge its adoption: W. R. 
Chamberlain, C. W. Randolph, Charles H. 
McCarty, C. K. Adams, and Gus W. Bert. 

Gus W. Bert was called upon to preside 
over the meeting, and Leo J. Dwyer to kee 
tab on the proceedings. Mr. Bert explain 
briefly the objects of the gathering, after 
which he called for volunteer speakers. 

The first one to respond was Car! C. Nord- 
peg Rages — psa penne — 8 creatures 
0 people, and were popularly supposed 
to be operated for the use and benefit of the 
people; but the fact was that many of them 
were operated without regard to the safety 
of the people. They were willing enough to 
promise benefits when they were seeking 
valuable franchises. and the case in point 
was illustrative of that. They thought they 
owned everything since they had obtained 
the right to the valuable highways through 
Lake View. . The thing to do was 
to bring the railroads to time, and one of the 
best ways was to limit the speed of their 
trains to six mules ry hour. The Council 
could do it and it ought to be done. The peo- 
ple needed stations where they could wait 
for the usually late trains mstead of being 
compelled to stand out in the cold and snow, 
and then as likely as not have the train rush 
by without stopping to take them aboard. 

C. H. Adams said if every man in the room 
was buttoned in his coat they would walk to 
the heart of the city every day rather than 
ride on the St. Paul Road. Ine road, 
he said, had stolen ita way into 
Chica through Lake View and out 
to the “holy hole” of Evanston. 
When a mau had the devil to fight he ought 
to fight him with fire, and the fire in this 
case would be to limit the speed of the trains 
to six miles an hour. That would soon bring 
the company to time and make them respect 
the rights of the Lake View people. 

Ald. Klinke said he had presented a resolu- 
tion at the last meeting of the Council re- 
quiring the Railroad Committee to wait upon 
the Superintendent of the road and inform 
him that bis road would have to pay some re- 
gard to the rights of the people. He had 
“bucked’’ the encroachmentss of the road 
from the beginning, but had not succeedec 
in doing much. He would like see a com 
mittee of citizens appointed to seé the Coun 
cil Railroad Committee and urge them to 
compel the railroad company to observe the 
ordinance; then, if they refused, to yank 
them up for a violation of it. Inu reply to a 
question, the Alderman said the ordinance 
Itself did not limit the rate of speed to six 


miles an hour, though there were several in 


the audience who insisted that the company’s 
charter did limit the speed through Lake 
View to such arate of speed. It transpired 
later, however, that such was not the case. 

Hans Longe delivered a fiery speech in 
German and aroused the enthusiasm of the 
audience. He said it was an outrage that 
the raiiroad fare should have been increased 
as it had been, as it was calculated to drive 
the workingmen into patronizing the slow- 
going street-cars, as they could not afford to 
pay what was now demanded to take them 

rom their homes to the city and back again. 
C. W. Randolph thought une Council should 
insist upon the company erecting gates at all 
the street-crossings, as in that way such ac- 
cidents asoccurred the other evening ut No- 
ble street would be avoided in the future, 

George W. Ruffing said the Council had the 
right to limit the speed. He had examined 
the ordinance, and there was nothing in it to 
limit tne speed or the rates of fare, but this 
matter could be resolved by the Council so 
hampering the road that it would be glad 
enough to put the fares back to what they 
were. 

C. H. McCarty called attention to the fact 
that tne St. Paul Road had put up the fare 
from Lake View, but had reduced it from 
Evanston. He aiso said he had been to see 
the agent of the road and was informed that 
the company would hereafter only sell 100- 
ride tickets for $7, and after Feb. 1 next 
would stop no trains south of Fullerton ave- 
nue. As far as he was concerned, he would 
rather walk a mile to patronize the North- 
western Road than ride on the St. Paul. 

W. R. Chamberlain said he bought a lot in 
Lake View three years ago with the under 
standing that the trains were to be stopped 
at Belmont avenue and that a five-cent fare 
was to be charged. Judges Skinner and Alt- 
geld had pointed out time and aa 
that the company was  compell to 
— its trains at Belmont avenue, 
an the ching to do Was 
to make them stop there. In the deed made 
by Judge Skinner, and interpreted before his 
death, it was expressly stipulated that all 
trains were to stop at Belmont avenue, and 
thousands of people had bought lots and 
built small homes in that vicinity in the be- 
lief that they could always take the train 
there. 

James A. Adolphus was of the opinion that 
the resolutions passed would have no éffect 
on the railroad, and thought the proper 
way to get at the bottom of the 
trouble was to vote next spring for men 
who would pay some attention to the de- 
mands of the people. It was quite evident 
that nothing was to be expected from the 
present Council, and quive evident that there 
was nothing for the peopie to do but put men 
in the Council who would not pander to the 
interests of the railroad, as many in the 
present Council had done. 

After a collection had been taken up the 
meeting adjourned until next Saturday even- 
ing at the same place.

Little Hope of Solving the Balkan Riddle

Worse—The Socialists.—Berlin Briefs.

Berry, Jan. 7.—A calm which official and 


‘diplomatic circles know to be deceptive pre- 
vulls for the moment. The Austrian and 


Russian Governments have exchanged as- 
surances of peace aspirations, to which no- 
body attaches the slightest importance. The 
only actual changein the situation ténding 
toward peace is the active resumption of ne- 
gotiations between Count Kalnoky, Aus- 
trian Foreign Minister, and Prince Lobanoff, 
Russian Ambassador at Vienna, for tne set- 
tlement of the balance of power in the Bal- 
kan Peninsula. This mitigates the crisis and 
removes the danger of war, at least for the 
present; but it does not modify any of the 
essential differences between the two Gov- 
ernments. The negotiations are expected by 
both sides to end in an exact definition of the 
respective demands such as heretofore has 
not existed and from which may be obtained 
a valid excuse for war. According to a semi- 
official dispatch received from Vienna tonight 
Prince Lobanoff has opened the diplomat- 
ic campaign by proposing as the first step 
toward an entente the removalof Prince 
Ferdinand from the throne of Bulgaria un- 
der a joint mandate of the Powers, tne elec- 
tion of a new Prince by a new Sobranje, and 
a reappointment of Russian officers to the 
Bulgarian army. The posal specifies that 
tue new Prince must a me rof the 
orthodox Greek Church, and the — 43 80 
elected as to enable Russia to recognize it as 
being legaliy constituted.

Austria will be called upon to evacu- 
ate them, and it 1s bable that the question 
of their future administration will be referred 
to a conference of the Powers. Au ostensi- 
bie casus belli, itis anticipated, will arise 
over Austria’s refusal to divide the Balkans, 

The lines of St. Petersburg diplomacy tend 
to a protracted exchange of views, thus as- 
sisting the plans of the Russian strategists, 
who are unwilling to risk war until the sum- 
mer. No time would be given to Russia to 
complete her preparations if Bismarck had a 
free hand. Sut the divisions within the im- 
perial tamily are increasing, the weakness of 
the Emperor and the renewed activity of the 
anti-Bismarckian court influences — 
to enfeeble and retard the developmen 
of the Germau policy. Only the de- 
termination of ustria cay now pro- 
cipitate a war. [If Kalnoky Government 
is too timid to cut short the negotiations and 
demand the reason for the concentration of 
Russian troopson the frontier, Russia can 
select her time for a rupture. ‘Meanwhile, 
despite semi-oficial assurances to the con- 
trary, War pre tions progress on either 
side. The arsaw arsenal is working day 
and night. At Kovno more extensive earth- 
works and detached forts are being con- 
structed, and the defenses of Ivan-Gorvel 
are being armed with heavy guns. Cracow 
papers report that the Russians are erecting 
a bridge at the junction of the San with the 
Vistula and are forming there also a cavairy 
camp. They also report that 4,000 ambulance 
beds were distributed last week among 
the stations on the Vistula line;

WILL THE STRIKE BE REPEATED? 


Ominous Outlook for the Building Interests 
—Carpenters’ Unions Reorganize. 

The indications are that the great building 
strikes of last season will be repeated the 
coming spring. The Building Trades Council 
met last night and sounded the keynote of 
the campaign so far as the trades represent- 
edin that federation are concerned. Late 
last season Delegate Hogan moved that the 
Amalgamated Building Trades Council no- 
tify the Builders’ and Traders“ Ex- 
change of the demands that would 
be made for the building season of 1888. 
Several meetings ago the various trades 
were instructed to formuiate their desires, 
and asa general thing they have been doing 
so. The following is a digest of what will 
be asked from the master builders by their 
employés: Carpenters, 35 cents an hour for 
eight hours’ work. Cornicemakers, mH 
hours to constitute a day’s work at $2.50; 
regulation ot the apprentice system; no shop 
employing less than thirty men to be allqwed 
more than two apprentices. Painters, sight 
i4g cents an hour. Slate- 
roofers, eight hours’ work at 35 cents an 
hour. Lathers, eight hours’ work at $3 a 
day. Hodcarriers, eight hours’ work at 30 
cents an hour. Secretary T. R. Bagiey was 
instructed to notify the Secretary of the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange that the 
above scale had been adopted by the various 
trades and indorsed by the Building Trades 
Council. The Briékiayers’ Union has no 
complaint to make; and is bound by the de- 
cision of last year’s Board of Arbitration. 
The gasfitters have a five-years’ contract 
with their employers. The stonecutters are 
not members of the council and have a writ- 
ten contract with the stone men. The Tin 
and Sheet-iron Union has not yet made a de- 
mand, but will do so in a few days. 

The above scale is from 10 to 20 per cent in 
advance of the aver wages paid at the 
close of last season. The situation at that 
time was, that the master builders did not 
recognize the building trade unions, and paid 
their men according to their individual 
merits. The best workmen received wages 
slightly in excess of the demands now made 
for all belonging to the union. There is 
small probability that the n 
tions attached to the Builders’ Exchange will 
accede to these demands. The décision 
rests entirely with the Master Carpen- 
ters’ Association. There was a small 
minority at the close of last season in favor 
of granting the eight-hour clause, and it is 
possible that this part of the carpeuters’ de- 
mands may be granted. The fact that the 
bricklayers are working eight hours isa 
strong argument in favor of the same for all 
branches of the building trade. The Build- 
ers’ and Traders’ Exchange will probably 
take this matter under consideration at their 
next meeting. 

Some fifty members of the various carpen- 


ters’ assemblies of the Knights of Labor met 


at Jung’s Hali last night and organized a 
new and imdependent association. The 
have for along time been dissatisfied wi 
the dictaton of some M the Knights of Labor 
assemblies, notabiy No 57, under Butler, at 
the Stock- Y ards, wished to assert their 
independence of other trades and assemblies 
having no common interest with them. They 
elected officers for three months as follows: 
Roscoe Palmer, President; James O'Connell, 
Vice-President; William Myers, Recording 
Secretary; Ole Thompson, Financial Secre- 
tary; Joseph Woodall, Treasurer. With all 
the speakers the idea seemed to prevail that 
organization was necessary to save their 
trade from the control of alien organizations 
like that of Philadeiphia. The projected 
organization is designed to shelter chose car- 
penters not now in any organization as weil 
as the members of the K. of L. Assemblies 
who were being imposed upon by the heads 
of those assemblies. On a call for subscrip- 
tions some twenty members signed the roll 
and paid a dollar apiece. A call will be issued 
for the next meeting.

GATHERED TOGETHER IN HARMONY, 


The International Musical Congress Ad- 
journs with Satisfactory Results. 
LONDON, Jan. 7.—The Musical Congress has 


adjourned, and today its leading delegate 


from America, Prof. Lavalle of Boston, sailed 
from Liverpool. His essay has received much 
attention from the press. The Globe said: 

It must be owned that the backwardness of 
musical composition, native or foreign, in the 
United States is not a little surprise. The States 
have exceptional advantages in this respect. 
The population has alarge German and Celtic 
element, which alone should have strong infiu- 
ence, There are plenty of musical students. So- 
cieties, concerts, and opera-houses swarm. There 
is 9 marked taste for music in religious worship. 
Money is freely spent on music and the United 
States is leaving the old countries 
nowhere in the production of sopranos con- 
traltos, tenors, and bassos. Mr. Lavalle claims 
for America the ssession of composers who 
deserve to be called classical, and who have 
written works well received in Europe; but what 
are their names!

Paris, Jan. 7.—The week of bitter cold 
has been a hard week for crowds of shiver- 
ing wretches. They hang nightly about the 
stage doors of theatres, anxious to serve as 
supers. The papers are full of appeals to 
charity. The mouthful-of-bread booths are 


besieged every morning by long lines of me 
women, and children ready for the sake o 
a piece of bread and glass of water dashed 
with vinegar to stand waiting for three or 
four hours till their turn comes. The 
founder of the mouthful-of-bread chari- 
ty is an elderly gentleman of small means, 
During the last two years the various booths 
throughout Paris have distributed upwards 
of $20,000 worth of bread. They have given 
a piece of bread weighing half a pound to 
each of 2,000,000 persons.* The bread costs 
two centsa pound. In winter each person 
receives a drink of coffee, made by pourink 
hot water on coffee-grounds which are given 
by the cafékeepers. In summer they give 
water flavored with vinegar. The booths are 
divided into two rooms, separated by a 
wooden screen. In one room the people 
who wait on the others are fed, They come 
in by batches. Forty women distribute breaa 
and drink at each booth. There are so man 
applicants that numbers of people are turn 
away hungry daily.

t will be when the beauty in bronze and marble 
brought more directly within the reach 
of moderate means, but it is gratifying to be able 
to add that they are all fairly busy: The grad- 


ual substitution of bronze for marble, except in | 


certain classes of poetic subjects, is in the inter- 
est alike of art, of artists, and of patrons. The 
old necessity of making the model in clay in this 


country and then sending it abroad for working 


in marble or casting in pronze added so heavily 
to the expense of the product that only wealth 
could afford to have sculpture in private homes. 
The tariff, as absurd in this as it was oppres- 
sive upon young American ‘artists until 
modified in their behalf, operated almost 
as a prohibiwon upon sculpture except for great 
public works. The retardaton of culture thus 
maintained has been obvious, but its release 
from war tariff fetters has been slow. The Amer- 
ican artist may send back his own work, free of 
duty, if he reside abroad. It he is living in his 


Own country he must pay war rates upon all the | 


materials that enter his craft. The discrimina- 
tion against foreign artists is resented earnestly* 
by American artists who ehjoy abroad all priv- 
Uleges of tuition as freely as the native artists of 
the various countries in which they may choose 
to study. The progress of art taste depends ma- 
torially upon the dissemination of fine examples; 
and the American artists, broad in mind and 
catholic in spirit, have striven for years to pro- 
cure the abolition of the revenue article discrim- 
inating against foreign artists. Thus far 
they have not succeeded. Casting in bronze 
has been carried into this country by French 
workmen. There are now at least two large fac- 
tories capable of casting any workjof sculpture as 
perfectly as the bestin Europe. The process is 
comparatively simple in itself, but demands 
training, experience, and judgment. When the 
artist’s model in plaster is delivered to the 
caster, it is marked off in sections before being 
covered with fine sand, first wet, and then heated 
into firmness. The sectional mold is carefully 
removed and secured in unity by slender iron 
rods. The cavity thus created is a perfect repro- 
duction of the plaster model. Once again 
the wet sand, again to be heated, is 
used to fill the cavity in the sec- 
tional model; and, when thoroughly nardened, 
is taken out of its shell and is, of course, a 
duplicate of the plaster. . It is then skillfully di- 
minished in size so that when the bronze shail be 
laid upon it the thickness of the metal shall bring 
the figure back to the exact dimensions of the 
plaster. The shell mold is once more placed 
over it and the whole securely boxed in solid 
sand. The molten bronze is poured into the 
empty space and when the shell mold is removed 
the statue appears in solid metal. The chaser's 
finishing follows, The casting is made more ex- 
pensive by the duty paid on the French 
sand, which is still found indispensable; 
and which, used once, is thereafter use- 
less. Why duty should be paid on it since it 
does not promote any domestic industry passes 
comprehension. 

Bronze used for artistic purposes is ninety 
parts copper, ten parts tin, and one or two 
lead. 


Expensive as the manufacture of artistic 
bronzes 1s it at least brings sculpture nearer the 
people than it was before casting in this country 
had become an established institution. More 
than sixty of the colossal statues in the United 
States have been cast in one New York foundry 
—that which turned out the St. Gaudens Lincoln 
in Lincoln Park and in which Mr. Kretschmar of 
this city has had all his bronzing 
done. Mr. Howard Kretschmar bas 
already so well established his repu- 
tation that it is unnecessary to say much of him 
by way of personal introduction to Chicago. Ger- 
man in his art training, he shows a sobriety and 
thoroughness in his work which have made him a 
favorit for portraiture in bronze. His exhibit in 
the Art Institute fairly illustrates the reach of 
his talents. His busts of Dr. Hamill and young 
Gallup are examples of fine adaptation of style 
to subject. in the one there is austere and 
classic formalism: in the other a grace and even 
a buoyancy of spirit beautifully in harmony with 
youth and eagerness. The Logan bas re- 
liefs are the subject of more divergent 
comment. That ot the soldier is full of character- 
istic virility, but softened with an instinct 
of sympathy which takes nothing from its robust- 
ness. On the other hand, itis impossible to re- 
press the wish that the lines about the mouth of 
Mrs. Logan had been slightly relaxed. There is 
a Martha Washington suggestion in the pose 
and features which can scarcely elude attention, 
and the portrait may be loyal to the subject at 
the expense of artistic idealism in the contrast 
which it compels to the familiar profile and 
Pompadour coiffure of the widow Custis. The 
bas-relief of Miss Hazelton is full of grace and 
vivacity. The descriptive bas-reliefs by Mr. 
Kretschmar are not so satisfying as his por- 
traiture. The modeling is not invariably ac- 
curate and he misses perspective somewhat— 
indeed, in no interpretation of Nature is perfect 
perspective more difficult of attainment. 

A later-comer is Mr. Johannes Gelert, a native 
of Schleswig and a student of the schools of Copen- 
hagen, Rome, and Berlin. Young, decidediy 
gifted in his art, and modest, he has been quietly 
working in his studio in the Art Institute un- 
known except by the few examples of his skill to 
be seen in the galleries below. These are sufl- 
cient to justify high expectations of his 
future and to inspire the hope that he 
may be able to retain his chosen home 
in this city. The two beautiful and 
grandiose figures in the centre of the first 
room of paintings—which in the catalog are set 
down as “Evoe Bacchus —are full of poetry 
and power. They represent two ideal figures in 
a Bacchio procession, the symbols and action be- 
ing alike expressive. Both figures are alive with 
music and dance, and the facial types are true to 
the association of ideas. The modeling of both 
is admirable. It is surprising that none of our 
connoisseurs have seized upon them, for they 
would fill a drawing-room with revelry and 
rhythm. Not less accurate in modeling but to- 
tally different in spirit are the two children 
(plaster) at the entrance to the gallery on the 
second floor; while the Theseus, also on the 
second floor, and cataloged 186, will repay close 
and minute study. It is an athlete, strong in 
muscle, powerful of frame, magnificent in all 
elements of physical development, radiant with 
triumph after slaying the Minotaur in the Laby- 
rinth and putting an end to the annual tribute of 
youths which Athens had been compelied to pay 
to the monster. The sculptor has even imbued 
the comely giant with a quality still softer—with 
anexpression of expectant love, for his victory 
insures him the hand of Ariadne. 

There are only three examples of the work of 
Mr. Lorado Taft, who is masterof the modeling 
class in the schools of the Art Institute. One is 
a portrait bust; another isastag hunt—bas-re- 
lief; and the third isa dramatic ideal of Molly 
Pitcher at Monmouth. The first appears to be a 
painstaking stady; the second suffers as all 
descriptive bas-reliefs dofrom exaggeration of 
some elements of composition and undue sup- 
pression of others, the material employed not 


lending itself easily to the nuances of landscape. 


It is, nevertheless, an admirable conception. 
The third is a superb model, womanly, valiant, 
heroic; andif no lover of the services women 
renaered in the Revolution is inspired to have it 
made imperishable im bronze Capt. Molly 
had finer foes in the reéedcoats than friends 
peneficiaries of her bravery. Mr. Taft devotes 
so much of his time to his classes that he has 
necessarily little for original designs. If more 
of our citizens would visit the Art Institute dur- 
ing school hours they would acquire @ more in- 
telligent and more practical appreciation of 
sculpture. The modeling classes are well at- 
tended, and the instruction by Mr. Taft is ex- 
cellently adapted for the varying ages and at- 
tainments of the students. 

Mr. James Fairman, who formerly had a studio 
in this city but has lived in Néw York for some 
time, has a number of pictures on exhibition at 
Thurber's gallery. For those familiar with his 
positive ideas of landscape Composition no com- 
ment is called for. Those who are not will find 
in them a see after nature's violence and 
vapours; gen ¥ an approaching storm on sea 
or land: often eccentric cloud effects; sometimes 
a dash of sun across a mass of shadows. When

The Killing of Lawyer Howard. 
The trial of Henry McCabe, charged with 
Lawyer Howard of Valparaiso, Ind., 
drags along in Judge Clifford’s court.

This was the offer which Julius Rothen 
berg, a tailor, made to his friend, Andreas 
Hohman, severai months ago. This was also 
the primary cause which subsequently led to 
an estrangement in the friendship of the two 
men, a few hot words, blows, three broken 
ribs, and an assault and battery case before 
Justice Max Eberhardt Thursday morning. 

Andreas Hohman had been living with the 
Rothenberg family for two years prior to 
‘Dec. 10, 1887, when he claims to have been 
assaulted by the elder Rothenberg. 
“Last summer,” said Mr. Hohman, 
yesterday, as he detailed the little historical 
reminiscences of his troubles with the Roth- 
enbergs to a TRIBUNE reporter, I was sit- 
ting infront of the house smoking, when 
Julius Rothenberg cameup. He sat near me 
and we talked a while. Pretty soon he said: 
‘Andreas, why don’t you get married? I 
know where to find you the best girl you 
ever saw. Give me $50 and I'll tell you where 
she 1s.’ ‘How do you know she’d have me?’ 
Iasked him. Then he let the cat out of the 
bag and said he might as well own up as not.

Only tne hate against that olass 
who condemned our brethren to spend the best 
time of their life behind: dungeon walls, and the 
satisfaction that my visit was n criminals, 
but to persons of whose friendship'Gne may well 
feel proud, and the hope that we shall greet 
them again as free men some day when all work- 
ingmen stand together as brethren and without 
any fear carry on the teachings which they in- 
troduced—this it was that enabled me to hold 
back the tears which welled up at their sight. 
The prison atmosphere and the shears of the 
barber have rendered them well-nigh u 


able.

CHICAGO’S MAIL MATTER. 


A Great Increase of Business with Little 
Increase of Help. 

Harry Donovan has made a report to Post- 
master Judd showing the work performed 
by the division under his charge during the 
year 1887, together with a detailed statement 
of the growth of the free-delivery service in 
Chicago since its establishment twenty-three 
vears ago. Included in this report is a complete 
statement of the work of the letter-carriers 
for the busiest month of each of the first five 
years and of thé corresponding nionths of 
the last twelve years of the service. Mr. 
Donovan says:

delivered during the year was 387,261. 
Total number of vostal cards delivered, 10,- 
547,614; registered letters delivered, 595,687 - 
newspapers, circuiars, and nted matter, 
32,286,171; letters collected, 60,481,689; news- 
papers, etc., 30,190,058. The total amouat of 
one on purely local matter was $553,173.34. 
e increase in local pos over 1886 was 
$28,157.11. Nearly.ten millions more news- 
papers were delivered in 1887 than in 1886, 
and 7,307,521 more sas were 
caliected from the street letter boxes. 
Chicago people are evidently more proud of 
their newspapers than the citizens of New 
York, as they send almost twice as many 
through the mails. During the last fiscal 
year the New York carriers collected 15,731,- 
750 newspapers from the boxes, and the Cni- 
cago carriers during 1887 collected 30,190,058. 
The increase in registered letters delivered 
over the previous year was 118,954. The re- 
port of the Postmaster-General just published 
shows that Chicago ranks first in economy of 
service, the cost per piece in milis of mail 
handied for the six leading cities of the 
country being as follows: Chicago, 1.4; 
Philadelphia, 1.6; New York, 1.9; Boston, 2.2; 
St. Louis, 2.2; Brooklyn, 3:2. The os — 
also gives Chicago the first 
in the amount of mail matter handled per 
carrier, the figures being: Chi 605,342 ; 
ean egy ye 2.971; New York, 475,084; 
oston, 450,922; St. Louis, 423,826; nb ge Ig 
275,071. The same report shows that di- 
tional carriers were granted to the geities 
named during the year as follows: Chi- 
cago, 0; Philadelphia, 50; New York, 4; 
Boston, 17; St. Louis, 18; Brooklyn, 33.. Al- 
though the force in Chicago was not increased 
during the year the growth of the cit — 
its course. Over 5,000 new buildings 
were erected inside our delivery limits 
and over 70,000 people were added to the pop- 
ulation.”” Mr. Donovan also says: Our men 
are overworked, and a large increase in help 
is necessary.“

Sustaining an Insurance Law. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 6.—In the case of List 
vs. The Commonwealth, brought up from Quarter 
Sessions of Allegheny County, the Supreme 
Court, in an opinion just delivered by Judge 
Clark, has affirmed the constitutionality of the 
provision in the act of 1873, establishing 
the State Insurance Department, which 
forbids any person acting as agent or 
solicitor in this State of any foreign 
insurance — — until such company 
shall have complied with all the visions of 
the act and been granted a certificute of au- 
thority to do business in the State. The court 
also holds that the issuing of a policy of insur- 
ance is not a transaction of commerce within 
the meaning of the letter of the constitutional 
rovisions, even though the parties be domiciled 
n different States, but is a ple contract of in- 
demnity against loss,

MR. CLAY’S RECORD LAID BARE. 


Cross-Examination of the Plaintiff in the 
Grand Rapids Scandal Case, 
GRanpD Raprps, Mich, Jan. 7.—[Special.}]—

all the time was consumed in the oross-ex- 
amination of the plaintiff. Some of the tes- 
timony was racy. The court-room was over- 
crowded all day, and some who wished to 
get in were unabie to do so. The cross- 
examination was conducted with a view of 
showing that the plaintiff was a man of bad 
character, and making him admit that he 
had alienated his wife’s affections by his 
own actions. Mr. Clay answered the ques- 
tions about his habits and private c 
acter very frankly, and his replies surprised 
those who are not intimately a 
with him. He admitted that he had been in 
the habit of drinking more or less for thirty 
years, but denied that he was in the habit of 
getting drunk. He had played poker occa- 
sionally for cigars and small sums of money 
but did not make a practice of gambiing, an 


gambling-rooms. He fancied playing cards, 
and frequently plaved with Judges, lawyers, 
and members of the Legislature when 
away home on professional 
business. While at Petoskey in 
the summer he played with Judge 
Stanton of New York until he lost all he had 
with him, and then he borrowed $20 of Mr.

ESTIMATES FOR RUNNING THE COUN- 
TY SIXTEEN MONTHS, 


What the Resources Are and How the 

Finance Committee Expects to Be Able 

to Make Both Ends Meet—Some Close 

Figuring Required—The Issue of Bonds 

—Gossip from the City and County 
Buildings. 

Under what is known asthe Budget law, 
which the County Commissioners have used 
as a guiding star out of the wilderness of 
‘debt and fraud, a fiscal year commenced Jan. 
1, 1888, while the fiscal year of 1887 extended 
only from Sept. 1 to Jan. 1, 1888. In order to 
make the law successful it was necessary to 
have the tax-levy for 1887-88, which usually, 
under the old law, would extend for twelve 
months from Sept. 1, 1887, to Sept. 1, 1888, 
extend through to Jan. 1, 1889, or four months 
more than it was intended todo. Under this 
idea an appropriation was madein Septem- 
ber last for the year 1887, with the under- 
standing that what was left would be reap- 
propriated to cover the expenses of the en- 
tire twelve months in 1888. The reappropria- 
tion will soon be made by the board, and 
Controller Wulff has prepared a statement 
showing the condition of the finances Dec. 
1, 1887, for the guidance of the [ . As 
soon as the expenses of December can be as- 
certained chat will be added. The statement 
shows the following:

Prrrsnund, Pa, Jan. 7.—A remarkable case 
of the death of a woman was reported from 
Franklin Township, Beaver County, Penn- 
syivania. The death occurred last week 
while the woman was suffering with a vio- 
lent attack of headache, to which she has 
been subject for nearly three years.

and with the consent of the bereaved hus- 
band he cut open the skull r the woman’s 
death. He found firmly lodged on the top of 
the brain, in a clotted mass, a number 
of bedbugs. How they got there baffles all 
who have heard of the case. The doctor has 
placed his strange find in alcohol and has 
seat an account of the case to a medical 
school in New York.

Newhouse’s Chicago creditors are Cahn, 
Wampold & Co., to whom he owes between 
$6.000 and $7,000; and the International 
Bank, $3,000. The New York creditors are 
Jonas D. Gottschalk, Samuel Gumpert, L. 
Levenson & Co., and the Rosenberg Manu- 
facturing Company. There are also some 
creditors in Rochester, N. V. 

It appears from an afnldavit filed by Mr. 
Louis Wampold yesterday morning that 
sometime in October Newhouse unfolded to 
Mr. Wampold a regular scheme to fail fraud- 
ulently and cheat his creditors. He then 
suggested that Mr. Wampold receive the 
goods, which he had sent to Sibley’s ware- 
house. Of course, Mr. Wampold scouted the 
idea, and said all he wanted was the money 
due his firm. Newhouse then gave Cahn, 
Wampold & Co. two judgment notes, one 
dated Oc. 26, the other Nov. 4. These were 
kept by the firm, butas they did not think 
Newhouse would fail they never did any- 
thing with them until the day of the failure. 
Mr. Wampold will now be satisfiea with an 
— payment, the same as the other cred- 

rs. 


In the examination an inkling was nad 
that some box of valuables had been depos- 
ited in one of the city banks.

SQUEEZING THE PUBLIC. 


Pittsburg Natural Gas Companies Consoli- 
date and Put Up Prices. 

Prrrssvae, Pa., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Local 
natural gas companies are increasing their 
capital stock and putting up prices to 
consumers at ‘the same time. There will 
be a meeting of all the companies, 
including the Standard, next. Thurs- 
day, at which a pool will be formed and 
each obligate itself to stand by the others in 
the work of squeezing the public. As prices 
go up the people lose appreciation of the ad- 
vantages of natural gas. Many of them have 
gone back to coal, and many more say they 
will follow suit rather than submit to impo- 
sition. Concerning the advance in rates, 
Manager Hartuvee of the Chartiers Compa- 
nies said this evening: 

There will be no general advance in rates, but 
there will be an equalization of prices. As itis 
now, some of our consumers are getting their 
fuel at a nominal figure. When we first laid the 
gas-pipes in Allegheny and the South Side, the 
people did not take hold as rapidly as expected, 
and we had to furnish it for almost not to 
secure their patronage, and, together with 
the Philadelphia and our company fighting 
all the 0. the revenue was not 
as large as supposed. Now we practically 
control the gas interests of Pittsburg, Allegheny, 
and the South Side, and it is time to put the 
rates on an equal basis. The Philadelphia Com- 
pany has some contracts to fill for the Pennsyl- 
vania Gas Company which it willdo to the let- 
ter, and this consolidation will not interfere with 
it whatever. At present some of the large con- 
sumers are getting gas at a much lower rate 
than many others are paying, simply because 
they had ine gas putin when it was in doubt 
whether it would be a success or not. The con- 
tracts they now hold will have to be filled. Then 
they will be notified of the increase or equaliza- 
tion in the rates. 

This sounds well and seems fair enough, 
but the fact remains that the price of gashas 
been advanced from 43 to 40 per cent. .

He Has Interested Capitalists Sufficiently 
to Insure Its Fair Trial—A Description

SWALLOWER OF INSULTS. 


THAT IS WHAT IT Is TO BE A GOV- 


ERNESS, 


She Must Also Be an Intellectual Paragon, 


„ Social Nonentity, an Example of De- | 


corum, a Person of Wide Capacities and 
Narrowest Opportunities—Some of the 
Many Indignities te Which She Is Sub- 
jected by Those Who Are Her Infe- 
riors. 

An intellectual paragon, a social nonentity, 
an example of decorum, a swallower of in- 
sults, a person of wide capacities and nar- 
rowest opportunities—that is what it is to be 
a governess. 

Nine cases out of ten the governess is more 
refined, or at least better read, than the mis- 
tress, and yet, in the same proportion of 
cases, the governess has no more liberty 
than a servant of the meanest sort. 

In spite of the excellent kindergartens, in- 
stitutes, and colleges open now to children 
and girls from the age of 3 upwards, the 
governess is stilla known factor of the Chi- 
cago household. Pernaps there are not 80 
many in the city in proportion to the rapidly 
growing wealth and population as there 
were ten years ago. But there are 
still a large number, and among 
these are. few Americans. The Ger- 
man and French governesses are the best 
hked and most sought after; the English are 
greatly affected by the Eugush familes, and 
a few Norwegian women have adopted this 
trying and genteei calling. 

These Norwegian governesses are a type 
by themséives. whey have ideas on sanita- 
tion. They will not kiss their charges lest 
they mjure them. They have from twenty 
to fifty suits of linen underclothing ana are 
much opposed to the American habit of hav- 
ing a weekly washing of clothes. They are 


all of them Christians of the most arrogant , 


type, with dogmas as fixed as the pyramids 
and ideas of aristocracy which do not m- 
clude Americans under any circumstances. 
They can imagine no standard of court eti- 
quet except that with which they are ac- 
quainted, and take upon themselves more or 
less the social reformation of the whole fam- 
ily. They are all well educated in the lan- 
guages; they can embroider, paint, and sew; 
they know something about mathematics, 
nothing about the other sciences, a little 
about history, and a deal about music. 
In all this they are different from the Ger- 
man and French governesses, who are broad 
er and more daring in their range of thought 
and teach philosophy and the abstruse sci- 
ences. 

But, alas! for the poor governess! 

Her patrons buy her intellect as they buya 
Wilton carpet, and the finer the quality the 
more do they display it; yet they tred on 
both. Usuaily, it is true, she (the governess, 
not the carpet) eats at the table with the 
family. If any exception to this rule is made 
it is only when company is present. But for 
ali of that she is under resiraint at the table. 
If she adyances an opinion without its being 
asked the family stare. She is obhged to 
keep a centinual guard upon herself. The 
children sit about her, while she instructs 
them in table manners by an example which 
is expected to be faultiess. After the day’s 
lessons are done and dinner is over she re- 
tires to her room, unles indeed, the 
chilaren want to dance, and she is cahed 
upon to play for them. Once in her room 
she can sew or read—but the evening is not 
an exhilarating one. No one comes to talk 
to her tone of the children whois in 
trouble. o family would not allow her to 
so far forget herself as to chat with the 
servants. eis almost without friends or 
acquaintances. If she was a man she might 
take à stroll about the dark, quiet streets, but 
being a woman the thing is out of the question. 
Even if she had tne personal courage and in-

Of course there ts but even here she 


must be careful not to conflict with the social 


standing of the family, and can o make 
herself popular at her peril. In brief, she is 
without the condition of everybody around 
her. The servants ure her inferiors, her em- 
ployers are her superiors. The position is 
one of the most anomalous to be imagined. 
She is heartily disapproved of if she has 
young men fmends, it not being thought a 
good example to set before her young charges 
to keep company.” Altogether the govern- 
ess has a dull time of it—with exceptions. 
vary rule has exceptions. 

A few nursery governesses are required to 
do the children’s mending and to keep the 
play-room in order, but in the majority of 
households, the duties of the instructress are 
confined entirely to lessons. She is reproved 
if she encroaches upon the duties of the 
nurse—she must not put on the children’s 
rubbers, or comb their hair, or change their 
aprons. 

So it goes! Some of them grow old and 
stern, with rigid views on evolution and origi- 
nal theories about light. Some love their 
charges ana are loved by them, and so keep 
warm in heart and young in face. Some, in 
spite of the edict against admirers, get mar- 
ried and become governesses to children in 
whom they have the tenderest of concerns.

Let them go 
on. America will be sorry for it some day, 
though. Physically your men and women 
don’t amount to much now. The very child- 
ren are hysterical. Itis a nation of nerves. 
If we didn’t import some German stamina 
over here you wouldn’t have any strength 
left. Over there we know how 
to raise children. They eat simple 
food, o to bed early and get up 
early. eir clothes are made in the plain- 
est and most comfortable way. We teach 
them to be yg eager industrious, and 
studious,” and the German lady of mind 
closed with an indignant — 2

His Knave is supreme, and to re- 
peat the significant line that opens this arti- 
clie—the line that Goethe put in the mouth of 
the Almighty, and that may be regarded at 
the keynote of the ti agedy . 

Without the Knave the Mystery were nothing.
